WASHINGTON, Dec. 2 (AP)— 


A federal grand jury at Brooklyn} 


today indicted Joseph D. Nunan 
Jr., former chief of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau, on charges of 
income tax evasion. 

The indictment accused Nunan 
of “wilfully and knowingly” evad- 
ing payment of $91,086 in income 
taxes from 1946 to#1950, inclusive. 

From 1944 until June 1947 
Nunan was the nation’s top collec- 
tor of taxes as Internal Revenue 
Commissione~. 

Last September, the same 
Brooklyn jury indicted Daniel A. 
Bolich—No, 2 man in the Inter- 
nal Revenue Bureau under Nunan 
—on similar charges. 

JIndicted on 5 Counts. 

Attorney General James P. Mc- 
Granery made the announcement 
of the indictment here. He said 
Nunan was indicted on five 
counts. 

He said the indictment charged 
that Nunan reported taxable in- 
come of $416,144 and paid taxes 
tota.ing $200,437 in the 1946-50 
period. 

The indictment charged that 
Munan should have reported $543,- 
396 in net income and paid a tax 
of $291,523. 

Each count in the indictments 
covered one of the five years in 
which Nunan allegedly evaded 
taxes. 

For conviction on all five 
counts, the maximum penalty 
would be 25 years in prison and 
$50,000 fine. 

Nunan went back into private 
law practice in New York and 
Washington in 1947. His name 
bobbed up in an investigation of 
tax scandals by a House Ways 
and Means subcommittee this 
year. 

Refused to Explain Income. 

Nunan was called before the 
subcommittee, headed by~ Repre- 
sentative King (Dem.), California, 
after Treasury agents testified 
that he received $161,000 in un- 
explained income between 1945 
and 1950 and did not report that 
sum in his tax returns. 

Asked about the’ income, Nunan 
invoked his constitutional right to 
refuse to answer questions which 
might tend to incriminate him. 

Adrian Dewind, committee 
counsel, asked Nunan if he 
thought there were “any possible 
crimes on which you could be in- 
dicted?” 

“Yes, sir,” Nunan replied. “I 
think there are.” 

Nunan swore, however, he ac- 
cepted no outside fees while he 
was Internal Revenue Commis 
sioner. 


Canadian Says He Killed Cobalt 
Contract With U. 8S. 

TORONTO, Dec. 2 (AP)—H. G. 
Miller, recently elected president 
of Silver Miller Mines, Ltd., said 
today he had ordered killed a 
contract with the United States 
Government for the sale of cobalt. 

He made it clear that the com- 
pany has no such contract now. 

Miller made the statement in 
a telephone interview from Co- 
balt, Ont., in commenting on a 
statement made in Washington by 
Jess Larson, head of the General

Larson said that Silver Miller 
Mines, Ltd., had agreed to pay 
$835,000 to former Assistant Sec- 
retary of Defense Paul H. Griffith 
and an associate to promote a.

Miller said that before he be- 
came president $215,000 had been 
paid to two intermediaries who 
arranged the contract. He said 
$45,000 was recovered and the 
company is trying to recover the 
remainder.

made no shipments to the United 
States.

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PRICE CONTROLS 
ENDED ON MOST OF 
MEN’S CLOTHING 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2 (UP)— 
The Government suspended ceil- 
ing prices on nearly all men’s 
clothing today, following similar 
action last week on women’s ap- 
parel. 

The Office of ‘Price Stabiliza- 
tion explained that men’s clothing 
has been selling under ceilings 
for some time. However, OPS 
officials said the agency has no 
plans to suspend ceilings on in- 
fants’ and children’s clothing. 
OPS said there is “no indica- 
tion of any significant price rises 
in the foreseeable future for 
men’s and young men’s apparel” 
because of increased production 
and the announced price inten- 
tions of the industry last spring. 
Manufacturers’ prices for men’s 
clothing last month were 6.6 per 
cent below their peak in the 
spring of 1951. Retail prices in 
September were 4 per cent below 
the peak of September 1951.

BERLIN, Dec. 2 (AP)—An 
atomic research center has been 
set up in East Germany and will 
be operated by East Germans 
with Russian help, the western 
newspaper Die Welt repented to- 
day.

| NEW YORK, Dec. 2 (AP) — A 
federal grand jury warned the 
American people today that “an 
overwhelmingly large group of 
disloyal United States citizens” 
has infiltrated the United Na- 
tions. 


The outgoing grand jury, which 
was impaneled in June 1951, 
urged that another grand jury be 
formed to continue its investiga- 
tion of subversion and espionage. 

“Almost without exception 
these same subversive employes 
with the United Nations were for- 
merly employed in various de- 
partments of our own gederal gov- 
ernment,” the jury said in its 
statement. 

“Theyq were transferred from 
one federal department to an- 
other, finally ending up in key 
positions in the United Nations.” 

‘It appeared, the jury said, that 
the situation was not “coinciden- 
tal” but. part of a “definite, 
planned pattern.” 

The statement said, “It appears 
to result from the contrivance of 
certain highly placed officials 
who have surrounded themselves 
in each government agency, and 
thne in the United Nations, with 
personnel who share their dis- 
loyal convictions.” 

Not Concerned With U.N. 

The jury emphasized that its 
investigation was not in any way 
concerned with the U.N. itself, its 
policies, objectives, or its inter- 
nal affairs. Rather, it said, its 
investigation was directed toward 
possible violations of law by 
United States citizens. 

The jury’s attention was first 
sharply drawn to the situation, it 
said, when an unnamed person 
who held a position of responsi- 
bility in the U.N. secretariat 
“stubbornly refused to state 
whether or not he was still en- 
gaged in espionage activities 
against this country.” 

The unnamed individual also 
refused to say whether “he was 
still a Communist party member 
and whether or not he would sup- 
port this nation in case of war 
with the Soviet Union,” the grand 
jury added, 

The jury, which questioned 
more than 100 witnesses during 
its existence, said evidence es- 
tablished that some United States 
citizens at the U.N. “have records 
of criminal arrests and convic- 
tions.” 

Convicted on Morals Charge. 

“One highly-placed official ad- 
mitted that he had been convicted 
on a morals charge,” the report 
said. “At least two others in 
policy-making -positions had ar- 
rest records involving their par- 
ticipation in Communist-spon- 
sored demonstrations.” 

One official, a division director, 
had placed in important posts at 
least four officials who have in- 
voked the self-incrimination priv- 
ilege before the jury, the present- 
ment said, 

He also ‘placed in an important 
post a “conscious, articulate in- 
strument of the Soviet conspira- 
cy,” the jury added. 

“Despite public revelations of 
his conduct, this division director 
remains to this day in his post of 
dangerously high responsibility in 
the United Nations.” 

A few minutes after presenting 
the report in court the grand jury 
foreman submitted a copy of the 
presentment to Senator O’Conor 
(Dem.), Maryland, acting chaiman 
of the Senate subcommittee on 
Internal Security which is con- 
ducting hearings here on the em- 
ployment of American alleged 
Communists by the U.N. and re- 
lated U.N. agencies. 

At today’s committee session an 
American employed -as archivist 
of the U.N. European headquar- 
ters in Geneva refused to say 
whether he -had even been a 
Communist party member. He 
did say, however, that he was not 
a Communist “today.” 

The witness was Irving P. 
Schiller. He refused to Say

the plan. That made the final of- 
ficial count on India’s resolution 
54-5. Only the Soviet bloc—Rus- 
sia, Poland, Czechoslovakia, Bye- 
lorussia and the Ukraine—voted 
against it. ‘Nationalist China ab- 
stained because parts of the meas- 
ure gave cognizance to the 
Chinese Communist government. 

Despite the landslide vote for 
the Indian measure, Soviet For- 
eign Minister Andrei Y. Vishinsky 
insisted that the committee vote 
today on Russia’s plan, which 
called for an immediate cease- 
fire and negotiations later about 
prisoners of war. Russia insists 
on their forcible repatriation. 

The committee rejected the 
Russian pla -5, with 12 ab- 
stentions. Once again, only the 
Soviet bloc rallied behind Russia. 
Argentina joined the Arab-Asian 
block in abstaining. The Philip- 
pines bolted the bloc to vote 
against the measure and Yemen 
was absent. 

Chairman Joao Carlos Muniz of 
Brazil then announced that the 
committee’s discussion of the 
Korean question was suspended 
until the Chinese Reds and the 
North Koreans had been given 
a chance to give formal reaction 
to the Indian proposal. 

The Indian plan must be passed 
on by the General Assembly but 
its adoption is practically certain, 
since the same nations are mem- 
bers of both bodies.

South Korean government offi- 
cials, from President Rhee on 
down, were all set to greet the 
next United States President. 

Rumors circulated that Seoul 
would be isolated from the out- 
side world. Republic of Korea 
troops were reported to Be barred 
from the city unless they be- 
longed to units stationed in Seoul 
or were carrying urgent messages 
from the front. 

It was reported without con- 
firmation that all military per- 
sonnel scheduled to take rest 
leave in Japan were being held 
until after Eisenhower's depart- 


Despite the air of urgency, 
Seoul looked calm and quiet un- 
der a blanket of snow. Korean 
workmen replaced colored wel- 
come signs torn down by last 
night’s snow flurries. 

In the last 10 days, more than 
60 correspondents, representing 
the world press, have landed with 
typewriters, cameras and tape re- 
corders, There are usually about 
30 correspondents accredited to 
the United Nations in Korea. 
| The Eighth Army has set up 
special equipment to transmit the 
news speedily after. Eisenhower 
leaves Korea. Additional teletype 
machines will enable the Army 
Signal Corps to send 18,000 words 
an hour over military lines. 

News of Eisenhower’s visit will 
not be announced until after he 
leaves Korea. Plans for a press 
conference have been made, but 
Eighth Army headquarters would 
not disclose the arrangements. 

Rhee outlined his views at a 
press conference and in an inter- 
view with a National Broadcasting 
Co. correspondent. 

He asserted the Panmunjom ar- 
mistice talks have failed and the 
latest Indian truce proposal in 
or United Nations is not accept- 
able. 

Rhee said he thought the only 
reason a drive to the Yalu had 
not been launched was because of 
a belief it “was not politically wise 
at this time.” 

He said if the Soviet Union had 
wanted to enter the Korean war 
it would have done so when Al- 
lied troops drove to the Yalu 
river in 1950. 

“No world war can be avoided 
unless the leaders in the Krem- 
lin are persuaded or are forced 
to believe they cannot conquer 
the United States,” he declared.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2 (AP)— 
Attorney General McGranery 
said today he has ordered a fed- 
eral grand jury investigation of 
Owen Lattimore, Johns Hopkins 
University professor and occa- 
sional consultant to the State De- 
partment who has come under 
congressional fire. 

Lattimore, a special target of 
Senator McCarthy (Rep.), Wiscon- 
sin, was questioned at length by 
the Senate Internal Security sub- 
committee several months ago. 
McCarthy has said that Latti- 
more was a Soviet espionage 
chief; Lattimore has denied ever 
having had any Communist ties. 

The Senate committee, headed 
by Senator Pat McCarran of Ne- 
vada, turned the transcript of its 
hearings over to the Justice De- 
partment for examination and 
recommended that perjury pro- 
ceedings be brought against Lat- 
timore. 

McGranery’s Announcement. 

The Attorney General’s an- 
nouncement said that “evidence 
concerning Prof. Lattimore will 
be submitted to a federai grand 
jury in the District. of Columbia 
beginning Thursday, Dec. 4.” 

McGranery’s statement added: 

“Following receipt and study of 
the record from the Senate Judi- 
ciary subcommittee on internal 
security, the Attorney General 
ordered the Federal Brueau of 
Investigation to make a thorough 
investigatign of Prof. Lattimore, 
with special emphasis on matters 
concerning which he had testified 
before the subcommittee. 

“The FBI investigation has 
been completed; and I have di- 
rected that all of the pertinent 
facts be given to the grand jury 
for its consideration and action.”

The French have beaten off in the 


last 72 hours a series of powerful | 
Vietminh attacks aimed at smash- 


ing the big base of French union 
forces at Na San in northwestern 
Indochina, it was learned here to- 
day. « 

. The Communist-led Vietminh 
used 7000 troops in one attempt to 
crush French posts in the hills 
encircling Na San and suffered 
heavy losses. 

The Vietminh have 18,000: to 
25,000 troops entrenched in the 
hills surrounding Na San and have 
been increasing rapidly the power 
behind their probing attacks. They 
apparently hope to clear the way 
for a final assault on the heart of 


the Na San base. This would be 
one of the biggest and most im- 
portant battles of the six-year-old 
war in Indochina. 

Blackout on News. 

The French have imposed @& 
temporary security blackout on 
direct news from correspondents 
in Indochina. A government 
statement in Paris said the holdup 
was not aimed at hiding the truth 
but was strictly for reasons of 
military security. 

In one of the recent attacks, 
Vietminh kept up the assault on 
French posts on the perimeter 
of Na San for nearly 12 hours but 
finally were repulsed in bloody 
hand-to-hand fighting. 

The French air force flew more 
than a hundred sorties dawn to 
dusk, blasting the Vietminh hills 
with prdximity fuse bombs and 
napalm. The planes also knocked 
out big convoys on colonial Route 
41 leading to Na San and the main 
supply route for the Vietminh. 

Two of the heaviest Vietminh 
attacks on Na San were launched 
ee night and Monday morn- 
ng. 

Defense in Mid-October. 

Perhaps 10,000 French troops 
were massed at Na San, an air 
base in a mountain-circled val- 
ley 117 miles west of Hanoi, for 
the showdown campaign against 
a Vietminh - offensive launched 
westward into the Thai tribal 
country from the upper Red 
river in mid-October. 

The garrison, supplied by air, 
includes 
Moroccans, Senegalese, Viet Na- 
mese and French regular army 
units. Most are veterans of the 
‘Indochinese fighting. They are 
well dug in behind barbed wire. 
Much of their main headquarters 
is underground. 

A dispatch from Na San last 
Wednesday said they were get- 
ting good food and wine and 
morale was high. 

The battle has a significance 
disproportionate to the numbers 
involved. If the French lose, it 
would mean handing over all the 
mountainous Thai country and a 
pro-French population of 300,000 
to the Communist-led rebels and 
a French retreat to the Red river 
delta defense perimeter. Though 
the loss of the territory, about 
the size of vermont, would not 
be crucial strategically, it would 
mean a serious propaganda set- 
back for the French. 

If the French win, the Viet- 
minh will have te retire and 
build up their strength for many 
months before trying another of- 
fensive into the same area. 

The French have a garrison of 
several thousand men on guard 
in Lai Chau, the Thai tribal 
capital on the upper Black river 
85. miles northwest of Na San, 
but officers do not beliéve’ it 
would hold out against a con- 
centrated rebel drive. Much of 
the garrison is made up of Thai 
conscripts and guerrillas.

WAR LACKING IN 


KOREA, CHEF SAYS 


Units Would Have to Be 
Moved in From Other 
Vital Areas, Gen. Van- 
denberg Asserts. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2 (UP)— 
\Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg said to- 
day that the Air Force does not 
have enough reserve strength in 
Korea to fight a war of larger 
scope and that, if a decision were 
made to expand the Korean war, 
it would be necessary to transfer 
units to the Far East from other 
important areas. ° 

“Now we are in a much better 
position than a year ago if the 
policy of the United States should 
involve the use of the Air Force 
somewhere other than Korea,” 
Vandenberg added. “But. when 
you stick your head into a hor- 
nets’ nest you must have some- 
thing to back it up. 

“The back-up over there is 
surely not enough for an en- 
larged scope of war.” 

The Air Force chief of staff re- 
cently made a tour of United 
States air bases around the world. 
He said he is “not completely 
happy yet” about Air Force 
strength but Js not “alarmed.” 

Vandenberg said the Commu- 
nists “now outnumber us by at 
least three to one” in the number 
of planes on hand in the Far 
East for combat or quicklygavail-. 
able. He added, however, that the 
Reds’ numerical superiority has 
not given the U. N. forces in 
Korea “too much trouble” up to 
now “under the limitations both 
sides have observed,” 

Vandenberg added that the Air 
Force in Korea was “in miuch 
better shape” than it was one 
year ago to expand the scope of 
the war “if the policy of the 
United States” should demand it. 

He noted that the Red air bui!d- 
up in the Far East had incluced 
the introduction into Manchu: a 
of light jet bombers which rre 
fast, able to carry a heavy le:d 
of bombs and have a range s-\- 
eral times that’ of the MIG-15 
fighter. 

Vandenberg said the United 
States Air Force has destroyed all 
really worthwhile targets in North 
Korea except lines of communi- 
cation.

Summerfield, who was expected 
to be the star witness today be- 
cause of the light he might throw 
on G.O.P. spending to. elect 
Dwight D. Eisenhower and mem- 
bers of Congress, was a disap- 

pointment to the committee. 

He said the final report of the 
Republican National Committee 
Would not be ready until about 
Jan, 1. He declined to cuess what 
the over-all Republican expendi- 
tures may be in the campaign, 
but he assured the committee that 
the spending by the National 
Committee, itself, would be well 
within the $3,000,000 limitation 
imposed on the National Commit- 
tees by federal law. 

He said it was his understand- 
ing that “several thousand 
queries” had gone out to state 
and local groups inquiring how 
much money they spent in the 
campaign and that until these 
were returned the over-all pic- 
ture would be incomplete. 

Representative Frank Karsten 
(Dem.), St. Louis, a committee 

member, asked Summerfield if he 
could mdke a “guess” at Repub- 
lican spending. 

The G.O.P. chairman replied 
that anything he would say 
would be pure conjecture. 

Variety of Guesses. 

Estimates have come from vari- 
ous sources which indicate that 
the total campaign expenses of 
the Republican and Democratic 
parties in primary, pre-conven- 
tion, local, state and national cam- 
« paigns ranged between $35,000,000 
and $100,000,000. 

The investigating committee is 
concerned only with that portion 
of the campaign funds which was 


spent in campaigns for President | 


and members of the Congress. 

Summerfield balked at a sug- 
gestion that one way to keep cam- 
paign expenses down would be to 
shorten. the term of the public 
phase of the vote drives, which 
usually begin right after Labor 
Day and continue to Nov. 4. 

-“T have very definite views on 
that,” Summerfield told ¢he com- 
mittee. “A national campaign to- 
day is a tremendous undertaking. 
Says Time Is Needed. 

“Setting up the campaign, get- 
ting help, taking care of the 
mass of detail for tours, radio 
and television is a responsibility 
I would not put on anyone’s 
shoulders in less time than now 
is available. 

“The population is getting big- 
ger, there is more interest in 
campaigns now than ever before 
and therefore there must be 
adequate time so the full story 
can be told. Even with television 
and more and more personal ap- 
pearances by candidates not all of 
the people are being reached. 


As for a new and realistic lim-| 


itation on campaign expenditures, 
Summenfield said he was not pre- 
pared to indicate a definite limit, 
but that “it is desirable because 
then you have a point beyond 
which you do not go.” 

Summerfield said Congress 
should make a study of not only 
the amounts spent, but the 
sources of contributions, especial- 
ly of so-called “educational com- 
mittees.” This was apparent ref- 
erence to organizations such as 
the CIO-PAC which have not 
been notably co-operative with 
the Republicans in presidential or 
state campaigns. 

Hoffman’s Views. 

Representative Hoffman, who 
followed Summerfield to the wit- 
ness table, also appeared to be 
more interested in discussing what 
allies of the Democratic party 
spent in the campaign than in 
clarifying the extent of G.O-P. 
spending. 

He cited unspecified expendi- 
tures by “education organizations 
like PAC” and added “every mem- 
ber of Congress knows its publi- 
cations are political. 

In this same group, he said, 
might be placed “foundations” 
which “over the years plant ideas 
and then come along with a can- 
didate who fits the pattern.” 
Some corporations also engage in 
political activity, though not 
necessarily in an election year, 
through various devices including 
newspaper advertising, he said. 

The Michigan Congressman al- 
so proposed that newspapers pub- 
lishers be prohibitéd from using 
more than a certain amount edi- 
torial space in behalf of a candi- 
date. His theory was that if 
money contributions can be lim- 
ited by law, why can’t contribu- 
tions of editorial space. 

Says Money Can Win. 

Money can be decisive in the 
selection of a candidate and in 
his election, Hoffman conceded. 

“If candidates are to be con- 
trolled by financial interests,” 
Hoffman said, “those intending 
to participate in a campaign in 
behalf of a candidate should 
have to register like lobbyists and 
then file complete statements on 
how much the organization or in- 
dividual spent in behalf of the 
candidates.”

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Dec. 2— 
The trial of Robert L. Knetzer, 
Edwardsville automobile dealer, 
on a charge of concealing assets 
of his bankrupt estate was con- 
tinued yesterday until Jan. 5 by 
United States District Judge Cas- 
par Platt.

Others are the Carnegie 
Institute of Pittsburgh, which has 
established several museums, and 
the Carnegie Institute of Tech-

Even more impor- 
tant, United States attorneys h- ze 
the power to prosecute or not * 
prosecute. And the Parole Board, 
also under the Justice Depart- 
ment, can release from jail or not 
release from jail. 


All this is why the Justice De- 
partment has become the most 
potent political wing of any party 
in power,

As the oldest child in a family 
of eight, Durkin knows what work 
means. 

He started when he was 13, 
as a pupil in the Visitation Cath- 
olic School, working as a part- 
time runner in the advertising 
department of the old ‘Siegel 
Cooper department store in Chi- 
cago’s Loop. 

“IT guess I was violating child 
labor laws. Sounds kind of funny 
for a union man,” said Durkin. 

When he was graduated from 
Visitation he got his first full- 
time job, as a steam fitter, the 
old name for pipe fitter. 

To better learn his trade, he 
attended night school, the Jones 
Commercial School and Engle- 
wood High School. 

-In 1917 he was made a journey- 
man just before he joined the 
Army.

“It was then that I became 
interested in union affairs,” Dur- 
kin recalls.

LONDON, Dec. 2 (AP)—British 
officials today welcomed the ap- 
pointment of Winthrop W. Aldrich 
as American Ambassador here and 
recalled he once proposed crea- 
tion of a common Anglo-American 
currency.

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., Dec. 
2 (AP)}—The United Nations As- 
sembly’s Social Welfare Commit- 
tee yesterday adopted a resolu- 
tion to let non-self-governing ter- 
ritories hold plebiscites on inde- 
pendence under U.N. supervision. 

The Arab-Asian bloc, supported 
by Latin American countries and 
the Soviet bloc, won in a 34 to 
13 vote. Six countries abstained 
—Cuba, Ecuador, Iran, Israel, 
Thailand and Turkey. The United 
States, Britain, Canada 
and other British Commonwealth 
countries, the Scandinavian coun- 
tries and the Low Countries voted 
against the resolution. It still has 
to pass the General Assembly.

That they will do so, however, is extremely 
doubtful.

Yet the effort was worth making. 


Wherever the Communists cannot black out 


‘tthe news, all men must now know more clearly 


than ever where the blame rests—not only for 
the start of the war, but also for its prolonga- 
tion. The Communists themselves have shoul- 
dered the full responsibility by their own atti- 
tude and their own votes. They have condemned 
themselves again. 

s * * 

True, these moral considerations may be a 
relatively slight eonsodlation along the fighting 
lines. Nor do they greatly ease the task of 
the diplomats who must now, more than ever, 
realize that the Communist policy-makers want 
to prolong the war, no matter on what excuse. 
They want to keep the forces of the West, and 
particularly those of the United States, involved 
in a distant Asiatic theater of war. 


This calls for new thinking about the prob- 
lem. It increases the responsibility of President- 
elect Eisenhower in his forthcoming personal 
survey of Korea. It faces him with hard deci- 
sions indeed. Whether the new Administration 
can find a new: approach remains to be seen. 
But one fact remains certain: The United 
Nations and the United States, much as they 
desire peace, must continue to stand firm against 
aggression.

In his choice of Martin P. Durkin of Chicago 
as Secretary of Labor, the Presitient-elect re- 
verts to a practice which has been in abeyance 
for 20 years—the filling of this post from the 
ranks of union labor. 


One of the main reasons for Presidents Roose- 
velt and Truman going outside labor for a Sec- 
retary was the division in labor’s ranks, Anybody 
acceptable to the AFL might have been anath- 
ema to the CIO, and vice versa. 


But the necessity to,seek a non-union Secre- 
tary who yet commanded the respect of labor 
leaders in all factions had its good points. At 
least it was possible to obtain a strong admin- 
istrator who could make a positive contribution 
in the shaping of labor policy. When the appoint- 
ment goes to a union man, the chances are that 
he will be a rather colorless person who has not 
aroused strong feelings of any kind—and the 
result can often be a colorless and characterless 
administration of the Department of Labor. 

James J. “Puddier Jim” Davis, who held this 
post in three successive Republican administra-. 
tions from 1920 to 1930, and. William F. Doak, 


who was appointed by President Hoover to suc- 


ceed Davis, certainly cannot be remembtred now 
as strong and positive cabinet members. It must 
be confessed that Gen. Eisenhower's appointee 
appears at first blush to fit into this pattern. 
Certainly he cannot be ranked among the more 


prominent of labor leaders or among those who | 


stand for any particular approach to labor prob- 
lems. "He may prove unobjectionable, but the 


very qualities that make him so are likely to

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Getting Together in Hartford 


“Let’s Get Together” was the theme of a re- 
cent report by the St. Louis County Planning 


Commission on the advantages of an integrated 


metropolitan community. Citizens of the Hart- 
fort, Conn., area have been thinking along the 
same lines, and what they have done about it is 
interesting.

Hartford and 14 neighboring towns have got 
together to organize a metropolitan area devel- 
opment council. Its membership’ is limited to 
four representatives from each town or city, one 
of whom must be the mayor or chief executive 
officer. The other three representatives are ap- 
pointed by him. 


The council is empowered to receive grants 
or donations from municipalities or from gri- 
vate individuals. It proposes to make plans and 
recommendations for the development of the 
area, and enter into an active campaign to se- 
eure adoption of its program.

Where Projects Bog Down + 


We feel that the evidence is preponder- 
antly on the side of the latter contention. 


The Inter-Agency Committee was one of 
the devices hit upon in the effort to create 
some kind of unity of opinion and co-ordi- 
nation of. action in the far-flung Columbia 
basin river development program. 


The various state and federal agencies 
concerned with the program in its many 
phases. were expected to pool their knowl- 
edge, thresh out their differences and 
proceed with a plan of action to develop 
the river resources which are fundamental 


‘to the whole progress of the Pacific North- 


west, 


In a sense the CBIAC was to be a 
substitute for a Columbia Valley Author- 
ity, a committee representing all affected 
interests which could work out a. co-ordi- 
nated program without the centralization 
of authority which some fear a CVA would 


The committee has accomplished a good 
part of this objective whenever it was 
dealing with pro which had generated 
little ion. This is not as small an 
achievement as it might seem, 

Considering the number of. false and 
inane arguments which have been used 
against such controversial projects as the 
proposed Heils Canyon dam, it is easy to 
see that a — many other _ justifiable

projects might have been bogged down 
in the mire of misrepresentation if there 
had not been a central clearing agency 
to separate some of the facts from the fic- 
tions and pave the way for a unity of pur- 
pose and action in all segments of the 
population. 


The CBIAC has not, however, had 
much success in troning the controversy 
out of the controversial projects. It has 
lately been ducking these projects entirely, 
failing to give them the indorsement they 
must have to be approved by Congress. 


This has been dué largely to the dissat- 
isfaction of some state representatives on 
the committee Avith the whole multi-pur- 
pose river program. Such spokesmen as 
Jordan have failed for the most part to 
bring their arguments in to the committee 
where they could be analyzed and an- 
swered so that an adjusted program meet- 
ing valid objections could be worked out. 


Problems of the Northwest 


The most outspoken opposition instead 
has been outside the committee. 


After a lon? period of dealing with such 
an impasse within the committee, it should 
be emphasized, most of the federal experts 
working on these problems are not much 
concernéd with the form of action or the 
pattern of committee approaches. They 
are concerned with solving some of the 
serious problems facing the Pacific North- 
west as a result of inexcusable delays in 
developing key river resources. 

The new Administration is committed to 
providing some increase in “local con- 
trol” over these multi-purpose projects. It 
has hinted that it might approach the job 
through interstate compacts. 


It has not revealed any detailed pro- 
gram for developing the rivers through 
new approaches nor has it tackled publicly 
the basic problem of how to provide “‘lo- 
cal control” for great multi-purpose proj- 
ects built at federal expense on interstate 
rivers and demanding a large measure of 
co-ordination in operation. 


An Era Comes to An End 


Until the outline of policy from the 
Eésenhower administration is received, the 
agencies concerned with river development 
will be forced to mark time on major

Ambitious Vice Presidents 


EXECUTIVE SUITE, by Cameron Hawley. 
Mifflin Co.. Boston, 344 pgs.. 
Baliantine Books, inc., 
Mifflin, 38c.) 


Almost anyone who has worked for a 
corporation may be drawn to “Executive 
Suite” by the expectation that it will give 
some of the executives he has’ worked for 
the approbation they deserve. Mr. Hawley 
has lit upon‘a field that is almost excessive 
in its possibilities for narrative—the top 
brass of opulent industry. He has con- 
cocted a perfectly gorgeous plot idea: the 
death of a big-shot company president 
with five vice presidents of equal rank 
waiting to compete for the succession. The 
entire action takes place—another bright 
gimmick—within two days. 


(The novel ig published simultaneously 
in a $3 trade and a 35-cent paperback 
edition. Some novels have been published 
the last year or so in $1 editions, large- 
size paperback, simultaneously with the 
trade editions, buf this is the first I have 
seen in a 35-ceft pocket-size paperback 
accompanying the 
trade-priced edition.) 

As .a story - teller, 
the author is the 
master of a hyper- 
thyroid drive and ak 
most nothing else.

nation of knowledge- 
ability and embar-

drive, though, is authentic enough to carry

Because of the president’s name—Avery 
Bullard—and the simultaneous ce of 
such unanimously dissatisfied presi- 
dents, the reader is tempted to suppose 
that he is reading a .atire on Sewell Avery, 
the chairman of Montgomery, Ward & Co.

It might be interjected here 
that the principal of federal aid 
for housing was established by 
federal statute as far back as 
1937, while the Minimum Wage

During the depression, 
governors turned desperately to 
Washington. They got the habit 
of relying upon Government guid- 
ance and the Federal treasury.

The irony of 
this whole era is that no gov- 
ernors were so insistent upon aid, 
nor got so much of it from the 
Federal Government for their 
states as those in the South 
where the “state rights” cry still 
is raised most noisily. 

The only deduction from the 
course of events of the last 20 
years is that, if the Federal Gov- 
ernment is to redjicre the scope | 
of its activities, then the states 
1uust do more for themselves, 
Consequently, the proposed Taft, 
commission inevitably must spend 
a great part of its time canvassing 
that end of the problem. 

Even with that, it will find, 
as Senator Taft himself realizes, 
that the Federal Government 
must continue to play an impor- 
tant+role. For, no matter how 
the states jack themselves'up in 
this respect, there are still some 
unable to finance programs to 
provide standards which we have 
come to recognize as proper for 
our own people in such a rich 
nation so favored by nature and 
by our own ingenuity.

2—Current. re- 
strictions on scientific freedom in 
the~ United States threaten to 
stifle the growth of knowledge 
and could cause a shift of world 
power “in favor of the dictators,” 
Chancellor Arthur H. Compton of 
Washington University said here 
today. 

“Restrictions that would have 
been unthinkable a generation ago 
have now .been placed on the 
world’s scientific men, not only in 
Russia but also in the United 
States,” he said in an address be- 
fore the Chicago Association of 
Commerce and Industry. . 

“By such actions it may well be 
possible to stifle the growth of 
knowledge and of industrial ad- 
vance that is normal in free so- 
ciety. If so, the balance of power 
could very possibly turn in favor 
of the dictators.” 

Compton, Nobel prize-winning 
nuclear physicist who tock part 
in the development of the atomic 
bomb, spoke on the tenth anni- 
versary of the first self-sustain- 
ing atomic nuclear chain reaction, 
at the University of Chicago, | 
marking the birth of the atomic 


age.

The Word “Parcel.” 


HE author writing a few cen- 

turies ago about “two parcels

APA LEONARD is a. happy 

man. Four years ago he mort- 

gaged his home and staked his 
life’s savings on his seven sons. 
Few men have made better in- 
vestments. 

Joseph Leonard Sr., is a bounc- 
ing, red-faced, roly-poly little man 
0 He started out working 
with wood, making horse-drawn 
buggies. Then he moved on to 
automobiles and became some- 
thing of a whiz at making metal 
do what he wanted it to do. For 
more than. 25 years now he has 
been working on planes, first for 
Curtis-Wright and then for the 
McDonnell Aircraft Co. where he 
is still. a supervisor ef plaster 
pattern makers, die. casters and 
drop hammer operators. 


Mostly, though, Papa concen- 
trated on raising his husky all- 
male brood and making good 
metal workers out of them. Some 
day, he thought, we’ll all be work- 
ing for ourselves. 

And now they are. On Highway 
40, just beyond the western out- 
skirts of St. Charles, a good-sized 
building is marked “Leonard's 
Metal Forming Co.” and inside 
there are batteries of eardrum- 
shaking machines hammering out 
a brighter future for the Leonard 
boys than Papa ever thought to 
dream about. 


It started in the fall of 1948. 
Larry, now 33, and John, 25, and 
just back from Army service in 
Korea, came first. They were the 
first, that is, to start working full 
time -for the family “ enterprise. 
Larry drew $40 a week and Johfi 
got $14. Papa, Joe Jr. (who is 35 
now), Bob and Ed worked at Mc- 
Donnell. « Mike was in the Navy. 
‘Tom, the youngest, was still in 
school. 

Papa and the boys threw all 
their savings in a common till. 
Most of them had been making 
pretty good money. Papa, for in- 
stance, took the midnight train to 
Chicago all during the war after 
getting off work at McDonnell 
each Friday, slept on the train, 
worked Saturday and Sunday for 
another plane maker in Chicago 
and took the midnight train back 
home Sunday night to start at 
McDonnell Monday morning. A 
weekend like that might bring 
$150 and Papa spent his week- 
ends that way for a couple of 
years. Joe Jr. had done well in 
the butane business in Arizona 
after the war. So the family for- 
tune totaled $12,000.

Oddly enough, it all goes back 
to the days when Papa labgrious- 
ly fashioned by hand each piece 
of wood that went into his bug- 
gies. The long, winding tracks of 
assembly linebelt systems took 
over with the automobiles, but as 
industry went into planes and the 
planes became ever more enor- 
mous and more loaded with costly 
and intricate equipment, the big 
corporations with their blocks and 
blocks of assembly lines made a 
discovery: 

They found that assembly lines 
are too expensive to be slowed 
down for new things not needed 
in huge quantities. They also 
found that there are some metal 
parts needed for today’s mass- 
produced machines which are 
simply too intricate to be mass- 
made. | ” 

Papa Leonard and his boys rec- 
ognized this and capitalized on 
the smallness of their enterprise 
and its family pool of Highly 
skilled workmanship. 

The specialize in what are 
called first toolings, prototypes 
and small runs. 

One of the first big jobs was 
for a Kansas City truck manufac- 
turer. The truck people needed 
a specially designed bread truck. 
The Leonards made a model and 
the model was liked. Eventually 
they built 150 of the custom- 
tailored trucks. : 

Then they made streamlined 
bonnets for observation § cars 
which American Car and Foun- 
dry Co. was building for the 
Great Northern and the Wabash 
railroads. A trailer manufactur- 
er needed front and rear domes 
for his house trailers, so Papa 
and the boys made those for a 
while. 


About 90 per cent of their cur- 
rent work is for planes; mostly 
jet bombers and fighters, includ- 
ing Boeing’s B-47 Stratojet. They 
make such precision-tooled parts 
as air ducts, camera defrosting 
units that bring hot air to cam- 
era installations, de-icing gadgets 
for plane wings, and ‘“skins’— 
outside sheet metal covering for 
fuselages. 

Many a job lands at Leonard’s 
because perfection required in 
modern super-planes eluded big- 
ger companies. ‘ 

One Government contractor had 
designed a tail gun turret for a 
new bomber. A magnesium alloy 
was being used to make the.tur- 
ret.. Lightness was the. material's 
advantage but the contractor had 
no experience with it. Costly ma- 
chines. were used to form the 
alloy with heat, but the turrets 
just didn’t come out quite right. 
Leonard’s was called in and per- 


power hammer, one drop ham-__ . 


mer and one grinder. When the 
first order came, Papa had to get 
another loan on his house to pay 
for materials. And besides Larry 
and John nobody was paid a dime 
even though all the boys came in 
from their jobs each night and 
each weekend and worked till 10 
p.m. or even through to daybreak 
if an order was due to be shipped. 

That’s how it started. Today, 
Leonard’s Metal Forming Co. has 
a payroll of 46, a “Plant No. 2” in 
downtown St. Charles and orders 
for precision-tooled plane parts 
from big’ corporations scattered 
all over the country. Last year’s 
sales exceeded $250,000 and there 
is talk among the boys about add- 
ing more space. to their buildings 
because the orders keep flood- 
ing in.

cient and cheaper—of cold-form- 
ing the alloy. Now the turrets 
are coming off the line in the 
necessary: numbers. 

Another defense contractor was 
building radar reflectors. A re- 
flector is a piece of metal, .020 
inches thick and two feet in di- 
ameter. It oscillates 1300 times a 
minute, picking up radar reflec- 
tions which are transmitted to a 
receiver, The reflector has to be 
shaped along certain precise 
lines. It may not be more than 
one three-thousandth of an inch 
off at any point. Leonard’s made 
the reflectors and still makes 
them,

tion of men shaping an odd- 
looking casing for aerial observa- 
tion cameras that work with the 
aid of flares. Another team is iron- 
ing out kinks in bell-shaped parts 
that enclose firing mechanisms. 
Elsewhere they are putting to- 
gether globe-shaped, rotable ‘con- 
tainers for atomic materials. And 
next door, where the power ham- 
mers clatter out their deafening 
staccato, the “skins” of planes 
take shape as men hold and guide 
each plate through the tall ma- 
chines, 

An experienced workman at 
Leonard’s is likely to make $150 
a week, including a little over- 
time, which is pretty fair money 
considering the $40 a week paid 
to Larry only a few years ago.

The next thing to do is to be 
sure that the lid is tightly sealed.

tight seal.

West opened the club king, and 
South spent several minutes in 
trying to decide whether to dis- 
card a spade or a diamond from 
the board. There was nothing to 
go by, so he finally did a sort of 
eeny, meeny, miney, mo, and the 
result was a diamond discard. 
Then South led a trump, and West 
was in with the blank ace. West 
shifted to diamonds, but although~ 
this was right up-to South’s ten- 
ace, declarer gained no great ad- 
vantage since he soon had to sur- 
render a spade trick. 

The right line of play was not 
to discard anything from dummy 
at the first trick—South should 
have ruffed the opening lead in 
dummy although he had the blank 


‘ace of clubs! Then, with spades 


and diamonds intact in dummy, 
West would be in a very. uncom- 
fortable position when thrown in 
with the heart ace! If he returned 
a spade, South would collect four 
tricks in that suit, getting a dia- 
mond discard; if West exited with 
a diamond, four diamond tricks 
would provide a spade discard. 
Finally, if West chose to lead an- 
other club, dummy would ruff 
again while South discarded ei- 
ther a spade or a diamond, and 
then three rounds of the suit he 
had discarded, with himself ruf- 
fing the third round, would es- 
tablish dummy’s long card in that
